Voting  In  Provo  Smooth 
Despite  Demo  Challenges 


PROVO  (AP)  — Voting  re- 
portedly went  smoothly  in  the 
Provo  area,  although  the  voting 
rights  of  some  students  and  resi- 
dents were  challenged. 

THE  CHALLENGES  were  pre- 
pared by  the  county  Democratic 
partj’.  Chairman  Thomas  Reece 
said  the  action  was  to  make  sure 
that  “any  illegally  registered  vo- 
ter didn’t  cast  a ballot.” 

Judges  from  area  around  Brig- 
ham Young  University — where 
most  of  the  challenges  were  fil- 
ed— said  voting  in  most  cases 
progressed  without  problems. 

MRS.  IDAHO  Lee  Beckham 
said  106  persons  were  challenged 
in  District  43.  “As  far  as  I 
know,”  she  said  “all  of  them 
went  ahead  and  voted.” 

She  said  many  of  the  persons 
challenged  had  been  born  and 
reared  in  Utah  county  and  Provo. 
“Some  of  them,’  ’she  said,  “were 
quite  upset  at  being  challeng- 
ed.” 

“IT  BUILT  up  resentment,” 
she  added. 

MR.  TELL  Muhlestein  report- 
ed from  District  -35  that  57  per- 
sons were  challenged.  One  per- 
son, he  said,  refused  to  take  the 
oath  required  of  a challenged 
voter  and  consequently  did  not 
receive  a ballot. 

REECE  SAID  the  names  of 
those  who  took  the  oaths  will 
now  be  analyzed.  If  any  of  those

Utah  Voters  Challenged 


The  voters  of  America  have  let  their  voice  be  heard,  and 
elected  Lyndon  Baines  Johnson  to  a four-year  term  with  an 
overwhelming  landslide  victory. 

In  a record  national  vote  the  Democrats  were  victorious 
in  areas  whbre  Republicans  have  previously  held  the  major- 
ity of  the  public  offices  both  on  the  state  and  national  level. 

Utah  elected  a predominantly  Democratic  majority  to 
the  state  offices.  Utah  voters  appeared  at  the  polls  in  record 
numbers  and  supported  President  Johnson  as  the  first  Dem- 
ocratic President  they  have  supported  in  16  years. 

Provo  was  also  the  scene  of  record  voting.  This  trend 
continued  in  spite  of  attempts  on  the  part  of  members  of 
one  political  party  who  challenged  the  rights  of  BYU  stu- 
dents who  appeared  at  the  polls. 

The  reason  for  these  challenges  in  most  cases  was  ‘'il- 
legal residency.” 

Either  this  group  of  party  members  challenged  the 
votes  out  of  fear  for  their  paity  or  it  was  a slick  political 
maneuver  to  discourage  qualified  Americans  from  voting. 

It  is  the  right  of  any  party  to  challenge  the  vote  of  any 
citizen  in  a public  election.  However,  in  many  cases  the  chal- 
lenge was  uncalled  for  and  off  base. 

It  seems  a shame  that  students  who  have  been  a citizen 
of  the  state  of  Utah  for  a lifetime  should  be  challenged  in 
the  performance  of  their  civic  duty. 

Perhaps  there  will  be  some  who  will  be  found  improperly 
registered,  but  it  is  unfortunate  that  all  should  have  to  suf-

In  the  second  district.  Demo- 
crat David  S.  King,  won  over  Re- 
publican Thomas  G.  Judd.  King 
held  the  House  seat  from  1958. 
To  1962,  when  he  ran  unsuccess- 
fully for  the  Senate.  The  district’s 
incumbent,  Republican  Sherman 
Lloyd,  ran  unsuccessfully  for 
nomination  to  the  Senate  this 
year. 


Goldwater  Wires 
Congratulations, 
Has  No  Regrets 

PHOENIX,  ARIZ.,  (AP)— Sen. 
Barry  Goldwater  wired  his  con- 
gratuations  W^ednesday  to  Presi- 
dent Johnson,  landslide  victor  in 
the  Presidential  race.  Despite  his 
overwhelming  loss,  the  beaten 
Republican  nominee  said  he  iri- 
tended  to  remain  at  helm  of  the 
Republican  Party. 

THE  ARIZONA  Senator  said* 
he  will  have  plenty  of  time  to 
devote  to  leading  and  strength- 
ening the  party,  “Being  unem- 
ployed as  of  Jan.  3.”  And  that, 
Goldwater  said,  is  what  he  in- 
tends to  do. 

“I  don’t  feel  that  the  Conser- 
vative cause  has  been  hurt,”  he 
said. 

Goldwater  said  1968  is  a long 
time  off.  But  “As  of  now,  I would 
think  they  would  probably  pick 
another  man  to  run.” 

“BUT  AS  OF  NOW,  that  would 
be  fine  with  me.” 

He  said  the  traditional  role  of 
the  national  ticket,  even  a beaten 
one,  is  to  strive,  lead  and  stren- 
gthen the  party. 

“I  have  no  bitterness,  no  ran- 
cor at  all,”  Goldwater  said  after 
he  strolled  to  the  rostrum  of  the 
plush  Desert  Motel,  smiling  de- 
spite his  overwhelming  defeat.

WASHINGTON,  (AP)— In  di- 
gest, here  are  the  results  of  Tues- 
day’s general  elections: 

THE  PRESIDENCY 

President  Johnson  won  with 

41.2  million  popular  votes  to  a 
little  over  26  million  for  Republi- 
can Sen.  Barry  Goldwater.  John- 
son’s share  of  the  popular  vote, 

61.3  per  cent,  was  greater  even 
than  Franklin  D.  Roosevelt’s  in 
the  Democratic  sweep  of  1936. 

The  President  captured  44 
states  and  the  District  of  Colum- 
bia with  486  electoral  votes,  far 
more  than  the  270  needed  to  win. 
Goldwater  carried  six  states — 
Alabama,  Arizona,  Georgia,  Loui- 
siana, Mississippi  and  South  Car- 
olina— for  a total  of  52  electoral 
vo.tes. 

AMONG  THE  traditionally  Re- 
publican states  carried  by  the 
Democratic  ticket  were  Vermont, 
which  hadn’t  deserted  the  GOP 
since  it  was  formed  in  1856; 
r.lainc,  which  hadn’t  voted  Demo- 
f.r-at’c  sinTe  ir]2:  and  Indiana, 
Kansa'-,  .’'Tchra.^ha,  Mcrt'i  Dakota 
SoutH  Dakota — all  Republi- 
can since  1936, 

CONGRESS 

Senate — Democrats  won  26  of 
the  35  seats  at  stake  and  led  in 
two  undecided  races.  They  thus 
were  assured  of  at  least  the  same 
margin  of  control  they  had  in 
the  pre.sent  Senate,  66-34.  Demo- 
crats defeated  Republican  incum- 
bents. in  Maryland,  New  Mexico 
and  New  York  while  Republicans 
gained  a seat  in  California. 

HOUSE— DEMOC’RATS  widen- 
ed , their  margin  of  control  far 
beyond  the  257  to  178,  including 
vacancies,  of  the  present  Con- 
gress. They  won  289  seats  and 
were  leading  in  six  other  dis- 
tricts. Republicans  captured  138 
seats  and  led  in  two  others. 

GOVERNORS 

Republicans  made  a net  gain 
of  one,  but  the  Democrats  still 
hold  a big  lead  in  the  statehouse 
— 33  to  17.  Of  the  25  seats  at 


stake  Tuesday,  Democrats  won 
17  and  Republicans  8.  Democrats 
turned  Republicans  out  in  Utah 
and  Arizona,  but  were  themselves 
ousted  from  control  in  Massach- 
usetts, Washington  and  Wiscon- 
sin.
